EOCKLAND, Me.. Aug. 10.-A sea 


tragedy of an appaling character, in 
•which four lives were lost, was enacted 
late Saturday within a few yards o( 
the Ash point shore at South Thomas- 
ton, and almost within hearing dis- 
tance of the scores of summer people 
•who occupy cottages in that vicinity. 


The victims were Henry K. Crocker, 


Frank F. Veazle, Charles Holmes, and 
Raymond O. Hall, all of Rockland. 


The Burvlvors are Oliver F. Hills of 


Rockland and Thomas V. nortecs of 
Bridgton, -cvho has been employed dur- 
ing the 
past two years by W. B. B. 


Childs. an insurance agent of Boston. 


The four bodies were recovered. 
The six young men left here early in 


the evening for Pleasant heach, where 
they had planned 
to spend Sunday. 


They were In a gasoline launch, the 
tank of which was filled just prior to 
their leaving. 


Subsequent events show that the re- 


lief cock was left open, and from it 
there had flowed a small but steady 
supply of gasoline which eventually 
formed a pool In the cocknit and wws 
taken up by the wheels and flung like 
spray against the sides of the boat. 
A lantern setting: about two feet from 


the engine is presumed to have caused 
the tragedy which followed. 


The crisis came quickly and In a 


peculiar 
manner. Skirting the shore, 


the craft came suddenly upon a fish 
weir. 
To prevent entanglement with 


it ,Hali. who was in command of the 
launch, altered the course and as the 
craft swung about quickly there came 
a blinding flash, the engine stopped and 
the young men found themselves in a 
blazing 18-foot boat. 


Crocker. Veazle, Hills and 
Hodges 


were in the bow, while Holmes 
and 


Hall were in the stern seat, behind the 
engine. 
The boat itself was less than 


200 feet from the eh ore. 


Fearing that an explosion was about 


to occur, the occupants leaped over- 
board, still clinging to the sides and 
stern. 


All 
could swim 
save Holmea 
and 


Crocker, and cautioning them to cling 
to the boat an attempt wts made by 
the four swimmers to propel the boat 
shoreward. 
Even in their handicapp- 


ed condition this might have been suc- 
cessful, but a most alarming danger 
presented itself when the flames began 
to sweep, toward the bow, where await- 
ed certain death in the form of a tank 
containing five gallons of gasoline.

Bring a pail 


of clean, cold water—the cleanest, cold- 
est you can get. Dip a clean dust cloth 
into it, wring out and wipe off the 
heated furniture of all that room, chair 
rungs, 
tables, 
bookcase — everything. 


Particularly 
wash 
thoroughly 
the 


superheated window sills and casings 
upon which the sun beats fiercely. So 
eoon as the water becomes dingy 
change it for another pailful of the 
blessed life bringing fluid and go on.

general public. 
- The keenest of interest is cantered in nil 
that has to do with placing the responsi- 
bility of the explosion, and the inquest is 
the first important move. • 
. As a general proposition it would seem 
that the inquest should be public. 


DEMAND FOR PUBLIC IXQUEST." 
. Never before In the history of the 
city has the demand for a public in- 
quest been so general as In this in- 
stance. 
It is riot a, curious public that 


are seeking to have their curiosity sup- 
plied but the shock of the explosion 
is still fre«h in the minds of all mid the 
desire to be present when the responsi- 
bility is being placed is but natural 
when such interest Is being manifested.

coronation ceremonies.

unable to sleep for a -whole night on 
account of nervonsnc-ss. while the re- 
ceptions" yesterday made it worse. 


Last night his holiness was very 


much agitated, still he insisted on ad- 
mitting this morning to hear his mass 
all Venetians who had journeyed 
to 


Rome purposely to attend the corona- 
tion. They numbered about 300 when 
the mass began in the Pauline chapel 
and the air was vitiated with the tem- 
perature above 00 degrees. 


pope Plus was seen to grow paler and 


paler, finally throwing out his hands 
as though seeking support. He would 
have fallen had not Mgr. Bressan, his 
private chaplain, been quick to catch 
him.

PARTS, Aug. 11.—Eighty-four bodies 


have been recovered and the death list 
probably will exceed one hundred in 
the ' underground 
railway 
disaster 


which occurred here last night. 


Tho -wreck, which occurred 
on 
the 


Metropolitan Electric railway, assum-, 
ed the proportions of nn awful catas- 
trophe during the early 
hours 
this 


morning when more than four score 
bodies of the burned and suffocated 
victims were removed from subterra- 
nean passages. 


The work continues and indications 


are that the death list will perhaps ei- 
ceod five score. 


The scene at the mouth of the tunnel 


where the victims were brought forth 
were of the most heartrending- descrip- 
tion—men, crowds of 
weeping1 men, 


women and 
children struggling 
for- 


ward In an effort to recognize 
their 


missing relatives and friends. 
Most 


of the victims are from tho middle 
and working classes as the trains wore 
carrying them home from their work. 


\lthough the accident occurred at 8 


o'clnck last evening, ihe officials and 
firemen were unable, until early this 
morning, to descend into the 
tunnel 


owing to the blinding clouds of smoke 
from the burning train. 
Frequent, at- 


tfinptg were mmlo by heroic volunteers 
whom it was necessary to rescue, half 
puff nettled and curry away to the hos- 
pitals. 


At ten minutes after three, Sergeant 


Ahe.nrns, -wearing1 a respirator, suc- 
ceeded in making tbe descent. He re- 
mained several minutes and brought 
the first information to the effect that 
curpsea were strewn all 
about 
the 


roadway of the tunnel. Then ho col- 
lapsed and was taken to the hospital. 
Twenty-five minutes later firemen forc- 
ed their w«y down through the tunnel 
station at Menilmontant and returned 
soon afterward with seven bodies, two 
men, two young boys and three wo- 
men. These persons had be.en asphy- 
xiated. MH their positions showed they 
had been eroplnp through the Rmoke 
thnt filled thu tunnel sucking: a way to 
escape when they were overcome, 


Tho wnrk of bringing- up bodies went 


on steadily nfter lhat under tho per_ 


ml direction of Prefect of 
Police. 


Lcplne, who summoned a large reserve 
force to hold bnok thn surging crowd 
Including: the relatives of the victims. 


Long 
lines pf ambulances 
"were 


brought Into requisition and thn bortira 
were carried to the morg-ue and the 
nearby military barracks- 


After daylight tbe crowds at tbo en- 


tranges 
to the 
tunnel 
Increased to 


enormous 
proportions, 
obliging the 


police to form a solid cordon through 
•vhk-h were admitted only those seek- 
ing, to Identify their relatives among 
the 
victims. Thn 
failure 
of 
many 


women 
and children to return home 


during the night 
gave many the first 


news of the. catastrophe. 
Fathers and 


mothers camo 'hurrying- to the mouths 
of the tunnel to try to find the ab- 
sent ones. 


At the second descent, tbo flremen 


found n great number of bodies massed 
near the 
ticket office 
of tbe elation 


where many had evidently been over- 
onmo while" securing tickets. 
They 


hnd been surprised by the columns of 
Fmoke and had sought to run back up 
the 
stone stairway leading: to the 


street. A 
struggle had 
ensued and 


no had escaped but the others had 


b*>pn trampled on. 
One woman bad 


fieri within the 
ticket office, 
-where 


her body wns found. 
The ticket seller 


succeeded in escaping. 


At th» Ftatlon of Les Charlnnes the 


same scenes of death nnft despair had 
hOfMi enacted. The accident 
occurred 


between the stations of IMenllmontant 
and 7.es Cbaronnes so that the work 
of salvage proceeded from both ends of, 
tho tunnel. 
Tn addition to the blind- 


ing smoke, 
the tunfiel belched forth 


a terrific be.it, 
an one of the trains 


was Blowly burning within. 
Tho fire- 


mon succeeded 
In 
throwing 
several 


strvmns of water In the direction of 
the. 
wreck, "while some of thn firemen 


and military 
engineers at great haz- 


ard, pushed on Inside the tunnel. They 
brought out two bodlep and soon after- 
wards three more- 
The latter were 


laborers who had almost succeeded In

the exit when

^Vbout seven a. in., the bodies of ten 


women were brought out at the same 
time. They hail evidenily been togeth- 
er in the compartment for women and 
sought to escape In a company when 
they were overcome. 
The bodies ol 


two little Rlris and three infanta were 
found with them, 
clinging to 
their 


mothers. 


Many poor people claimed the bodies 


of their children and 
relatives 
and 


tried to take them home, but the police 
gently but firmly insisted on tbe bodies 
beiiitf taken to the morgue nnd bar- 
rncks in order that the magnitude of 
the catastrophe, mlpht be determined. 


The president of the municipal coun- 


cil announced 
that the city of Paris 


•would bear the entire expense of the 
funerals of the victims. 


By 8.30 a. in., the total of tbe bodies 


lying at the morgue had reached forty 
and the total at the barracks of the 
municipal guard 
forty-four, 
making 


!inlity-four all together. 
At nine o'clock the. number of bodies 


wns unofflr.inlly eMimnled at above 100. 


A 
terrible 
panic occurred 
among 


those behind and the horror of the sit- 
uation was increased by a third train 
crashing into the fiery muss and add- 
ing another crowd 
of panic-stricken 


passengers to those peeking nn out- 
let. 
The officials at tho r-tatlons were 


the first to become aware of the disas- 
ter by the clouds of smoko rising1 from 
the tunnel and the staggering forth of 
a few nf the stronger men and two wo- 
men who had been able to make their 
way through 
the rienpe pmoke, 
and 


darknees. 
Those who got out wera 


unable to give any information con- 
cerning the others left behind, but Uiey 
told of stumbling over bodies nil along 
the track?. 


The cars continued to burn until 20 


were consumed. The 
burning 
debris 


gave forth a fierce heat which puffed 
out nf the mouths of the. stations of 
T^ofl Oharonnes and Monllm^nle. 
Most 


of tbe trainmen escaped, but the con- 
ductor of tbe trnln causing the acci- 
dent was seriously injured. 
The es- 


cape of the trainmen is attributed not 
to their lack of attention to the pas- 
sengers, but to their superior know- 
ledge of the 
subterranean passage, 


which enabled them to hasten forward 
in spite of the obscurity. 
Several sol- 


diers -were among those who effected 
their escape. 
They were slightly in- 


jured, however, nnd were taken to a 
hospital. 
Two women who escaped 


were partially asphyxiated. 


A number of herloc Incidents occurr- 


ed. 
One of the employes of the road 


nearly lost his life in seeking to rnoke 
his way through the smoke to aid the 
victims nnd Is now in the hospital. Sev- 
eral soldiers and firemen risked their 
lives In attempting to succor the pas- 
sengers. 
Prefect Leplne himself took 


his life In his hands by entering the 
tunnel and proceeding a considerable 
distance until smoke drove him back. 


The. 
causes of the, n field on t are en^nfir- 
Ing the attention of the officials, several 


versions of tho disaster are, given, but 
the main fncts established are: 


The train which caused .the accident 


came from Porte Daupplne, in the west- 
ern part of Paris, and circled the north- 
ern quarter of the city. In this quarter— 
a manufacturing section—the train picked 
uj> numbers of workmen who after their 
day's work were returning to tholr homes 
In tho eastern 
arrondissements of the 
city. 
On reaching the neighborhood of 
the cemetery of Pere la Chaise the elec- 
trical motor failed to act properly and the 
trnln wnlted at the station Ijes Charonnes 
until the arrival of a second train, which 
push oil the crippled train forward, mak- 
ing a total of 10 coaches. 


After proceeding about 200 yards to- 


\\urdB aiuniJmonte station tlie damaged 
dynamo pet fire to the engine of the first 
train. The flro burned flercly, raining 
quantities of smoko. Simultaneously the 
cioctrlc lights on the train went out, leav- 
ing tho passengers In total darkness ex- 
cept for the light of tho burning engine 
far ahead.

At the 
end of the time she was graduated 
again, now with an M. D. to her name, 
besides the B. S. What is more, she 
stood at the head of the whole class 


inedlcnl scholarship, a class of both 


men arid women. 


(Vfter Dr. Emily Dunning was grad- 


uated as M. D. in 1901 she rested a few 
months following her ei^hl strenuous 
years of study. Then shu entered the 
office of Dr. Mary Putnam Jacobi in 
New York, working and studying still. 
Th'.'re Fhu remained till she took the 
competitive examination and got her 
appointment as one of the surgeons of 
flouverncur 
hospital.

these Dr. Dunning was fourth. She.got 
her appointment as hospital interne last 
January.

ilm guilty of drunkenness in the first 
degree.

girl Burgeon had six ambulance 


calls that first day "on the bus." 
One 


was to a man who had heat prostra- 
tion. Another was to an insane woman 
who had to be removed from police 
station to hospital. Never once did the 
young woman doctor lose her nerve or 
hesitate. She knew exactly what to do 
in each case and did it instantly. 


She herself does not talk of her 


patients or her exploits. 
The public 


medical board whose servant she Is 
has given her orders not to talk about 
her professional work, and that, too, 
is right, for a city hospital surgeon is 
not a freak, but just a wise, quiet 
doctor. 
Nevertheless a million people 


must have read next morning of that 
successful first day's work on the am- 
bulance of a woman doctor, must have 
marveled at her perfect skill and cool- 
ness. But the time is not far off when 
the race will no longer wonder at a 
woman who is a master in any of the 
professions. 
The woman of the com- 


ing race is arriving.

Dr. Dunning's performance of ambu- 
lance duty thought of it may be judged 
from what they said.
